‘Which Shows the Temper of the Farmers of

Columbia, S. C., May 19.—The South 
Carolina “democratic convention adopted 


‘the following resolutions: 

We, the democratic party of South Carolina, 
in convention assembled, recognizing the de- 
pressed condition of the people, the reign of 
plutocrats and the unequal laws of the. na- 
tional cofigress, hereby reaffirm our faith in 
democratic simplicity; we pledge anew 
our allegiance to. the principles first enunciated 
by. the illustrious statesman who founded our 
free inetitutions and established the demo- 
cratic party to protect and preserve them. 

Then followed the Ocala platform. A 
plank is inserted denouncing the force 
bil. The following resolution aroused 
violent, prolonged and personal discussion,

That the democrats of South Carolina in 
convention assembled, and representing as 
we do the people of our state declare:

The Terrible - Disasters of the Western 


Floods. 
HUNDREDS OF LIVES ARE LOST, 


And Others Are in Danger from 
the Raging Waters. 


A MOTHER LOSES HER BABE. 


Fifteen Dead Bodies Floating Down the 
River— The Great Destruction of 
Property. 


Sioux City, Ia., May 19.—According to 
the latest telegrams the flood has been even 
more disastrous in its result than was at 
first anticipated. The estimates as to the 


loss of life vary from sixty to one hundred. | 


No list can be given of the dead. In fact 
the terrified people have sought refuge in 
so many quarters that it is impossible to 
exactly figure what the number on the death 
roll will be. 

Sad Scenes Witnessed. 

Some heroic scenes were witnessed in at- 
tempts to save unhappy victims. At the 
Omaha bridge Mrs. West and her little five- 
year-old girl were unable to get away from 
the flood in time. The father and two chil- 
dren were safe and the rescuing party was 
returning for Mrs. West and her child when 
the waves swept the house away. They 
floated down with the roaring current until 
the bridge was reached. An engineer suc- 
ceeded in saving the woman, but her strength 
failed her and she was compelled to relin- 
quish her hold on the child... With the de- 
spairing cry of “Mamma,. catch,” the child 
disappeared beneath the waves. »,:

A Whole Family Drowned. 

A woman named Hinton and three chil 
dren were drowned in their own house. Two 
Swedish families were swept away. 

A Cyclone Adds Its Terrors. 

St. Louis, May 19.—A destructive cyclone 

swept over St. Louis county yebterday, 


contributing to the misery of the flood-strick- 


en inhabitants. A funnel-sha cloud 
wrecked several farmhouses. .Gzreat dam- 
age was done to crops, trees and fences, 
At 1 o’clock a. m. the river passed the thir- 
ty-six-foot mark and is still slowly rising. 

The warehouse at 721 to 739 South 
street fell in yesterday with a thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of cement, tobacco, sugar, malt 
and barley, which will be a total loss, hay- 
ing all gone into the water. 

Cut Off from the World. 

The city is practically cut off from all 
communication with the ou Svorld by 
high water, and such is the confusion with- 
in the city. that it is very difficult to obtain 
the names of the victims of the flood. e 
estimates on the loss of life vary greatly. 
Some say twenty-five. while others place the 
estimates as high as 165. Few bodies have 
been recovered as yet, and it is doubtful if 
they will ever be found.

The damage to movables is large, where 
houses were not floated off. Fifty or sixty 
retail stores on the low ground were destroy- 
ed or badly damaged. Floyd -river cut 
across the bend and scooped out a great 
channel, starting in about lower Eighth 
street. All the houses but very few in that 
vicinity were uttcrly wiped out. Railroads 
and stockyards will suffer the greatest indi- 
vidual losses.

“On the night of the fire alarm I had gone 
home and after reading weut to bed, as J 
suppose, between 9 and 10 o'clock, and 
didn’t know anything of the fire until I 
heard the alarm. I hear it is said that my 
wife and myself moved our few possessions 
out of the house, but I can say this much, 
I never moved a thing for I was asicep. My 
wife is a habitual morphine eater, and for 
twelve or thirteen years I have lived a 
life that would have killed most anybody. 
There are people around here who know it; 
around Hampton where we moved from 
people know it, and I have got bills to 
show where I have paid for morphine that 
she got without my authority and had 
charged to me. She has given me no end of 
trouble and I couldn’t get anything for my- 
self or children that she wouldin’t pawn to 
buy morphine. I have often redeemed 
things that I would buy for myself and chil- 
dren that she would pawn for a very small 
sum. On one occasion she pawned a jacket 
that I had bought for my little girl and paid 
$5 for, to a negro for 15 cents. She would 
always trade with negroes, and has even 
traded the clothes off my back while I was 
asleep. It was impossible for me to keep 
anything at home, for she has even pawned 
the pillow cases and sheets off the bed. I 
have telegraphed my father at Hampton to 
come down here and get my children, and 
if I get out of jail I'll never live with her 


in.”

Omaha, Neb., May 19.—In the Methodist 
Episcopal general conference today the com- 
mittee on the state of the church brought 
in a report calling upon the government, 
state officials, the Methodist Episcopal 
church and all good citizens “to arise in 
their might and abolish the indignities and 
outrages that are put upon the colored peo- 

le and all white people who love to work 
or the elevation of the colored race in 
the southern states.” The resolution de 
clared that the colored people were treated 
shamefully on railroad trains and at hotels 
and in every way. They were shot down, 
it was said, like dogs and the law of the 
land was trampled upon by people who de- 
spised the colored race. 

The resolution was the signal for tre 
mendous cheering. Dr. Queal, Dr. Payne 
and others made vehement speeches, call- 
ing upon the Methodist church to stand 
firmly for the rights of the colored race. 

Dr. Myley advised the conference to be 
moderate in the language employed. ‘“‘We 
are not perfect ourselves, brethren, except 
in words,” said . Myley. 

The report was adopted by a rising vote, 
every delegate in the conference rising.

A Black Record, 

The reader of many newspapers cannot 
avoid the conclusion that crime is unusu- 
ally prevalent. 

Men will say that the world is growing 
better, but they compare the present with 
distant periods. Why go back a century— 
why not confine the review to the recent 
past? 

We believe that there is more crime 
now, and that it is more outrageous and 
revolting in its features than was the 
case about a generation ago. Not only is 
it true of this country, but it is equally 
true of England, France, Germany and 
Russia. 

In some American states the laws are 
strictly enforced; in others they are rather 
lax, but in all the crop of criminals 
appears to increase every year. 

Our murders in Europe and in this 
country develop an unreasonable de- 
gree of ferocity. The Ripper class of 
murders, and the shooting of four women 
in one night at Denison, Tex., are illus- 
trations of this savage craze for blood. 

Crimes of violence against women are 
so alarmingly common in the United 
States that people are very generally pun- 
ishing the perpetrators without resorting 
to the courts. Even in England, matters 
have come to such a pass that every week 
we hear of an outrage in a railway com- 
partment car, the latest case being an 
indecent assault committed by the Rev. 
Kennedy Bell upon Miss Brijtain, the 
daughter of a station master, and Miss 
Abery, a telegraph operator, who traveled 
in the same car with the minister at dif- 
ferent hours on the same day. 

What is the matter with the world? 
Here we are, after many centuries of 
Christianity and civilization, surrounded 
by dangers as threatening as those which 
confronted people a hundred years ago. 
We have good laws, with courts ready 
to enforce them, but they do not restrain 
evil-doers. 

Perhaps, if our preachers, teachers, 
newspapers and the leaders of public 
opinion would all lend their influence to 
a popular, far-reaching religious revival— 
a movement to return to the simpler and 
God-fearing lives of our grandfathers, 
it would do more good than anything else. 
We must educate the people high and 
low, up to the level of peace and order, 
good citizenship and something like 
Christianity before we can expect to 
check this epidemic of crime. The law by 
itself is a dead failure. 

Mr. Garrard and His Work. 

The most conspicuous work of the Geor- 
gia democratic convention was the splen- 
did platform it announced as the senti- 
ment of the democracy of the state. 

On all sides this ringing document has 
been commended, and it will go far 
towards satisfying the dissatisfied far- 
mers that the democratic party is their 
friend and champion. 

Had the Georgia democracy refused to 
recognize the popular demand for finan- 
cial relief, the result would have been 
injurious to the party, and threatening 
to its success. 

The platform adopted was prepared by 
Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of Muscogee, and 
a worthy tribute was paid its distinguish- 
ed author by its unanimous adoption by 
the convention. 

We commend it particularly to the far- 
mers of Georgia, and more especially to 
those who have been drifting out of the 
ranks of the democracy on the alleged 
claim that it was necessary to go out of 
the party to secure the relief demanded 
so emphatically by the platform adopted 
by the Georgia convention. 

The Georgia delegation should insist on 
the adoption of just such a platform by 
the national convention.

Yet in the face of the facts, open, noto- 
rious and spread before the public in the 
daily press, the average Englishman is 
ready to thank the Lord that his people 
are not so utterly depraved as those 
wicked Americans! But the controversy 
is unprofitable. Of course we think that 
the kettle shines by comparison, while 
the readers of Blackwood are proud of 
their immaculate pot. Doubtless if a third 
party expressed an opinion it would leave 
both pot and kettle with nothing to 
boast of. 


A Talk About Floods. 

The fearful floods and the destruction 
caused by the raging rivers in the Miss- 
issippi valley and in the northwest will 
turn public attention to the causes and 
conditions of these disastrous visitations. 

In the older countries of Europe the 
rivers during heavy rains become im- 
mense torrents which cause tremendous 
damage. The overflow on, the Spanish 
peninsula has been known to drown 
50,000 persons in a single year. In the 
south of France great loss of life and 
property results almost every year from 
the mad waters. The Danube also has a 
notable record in this line. Germany and 
England have not escaped, and in all 
these countries the floods are attributed to 
the same cause—the destruction of the 
forests. 

China is the greatest sufferer, and her 
turbulent Yellow river is known as “the 
sorrow of China.” When this river goes 
beyond its banks a plain of 180,000 
square miles is sometimes under water, 
and 10,000,000 people are rendered home- 
less. A disaster of such magnitude makes 
it impossible to assist the victims. Crops, 
houses and human lives are destroyed. 
Since the Christian era 372 such floods 
are on record. In 1871 the Yellow river 
and two other streams crossing this great 
plain overflowed and the homes and 
farms of 9,000,000 people were submerg- 
ed. The following year famine and pesti- 
lence caused 2,000,000 people to perish. 

It is to be hoped that the Mississippi 
valley and other river-washed localities 
in America will be spared the experience 
of these older countries, but we are invit- 
ing history to repeat itself when we per- 
mit the rapid and wasteful destruction of 
our forests. The only way to check the 
flood evil is to engage in general tree- 
planting all over the country. The strip- 
ping of the hills of their forest covering 
will inevitably precipitate tremendous 
floods in the near future, and many river 
cities now supposed to be comparatively 
safe will then be in great peril. 

Before it is too late, the federal and 
state governments should take the mat- 
ter in hand. We must reforest our wasted 
timber tracts, or see vast strips of terri- 
tory exposed to the risk of annual over- 
flows.

“Tf any person shall bet on a horse race, 
or yacht race, or on a shotgun match, he 
shall be fined not more than five hundred 
dollars; and unless the fine and costs be im- 
mediately paid, he shall pe imprisoned in the 
county jail not less than five days nor more 
than twenty days.” 

The. Mississippi liquor law is practically a 
severe prohibitory law. Most of the towns 
in the state are small, yet licenses range from 
$1,200 to $600, which goes to the state, and 
each town may ask as much more. A liquor 
dealer can do business only in the front part 
of his shop, and it is a misdemeanor for him 
to put up a screen. If he is convicted of sell- 
ing adulterated liquor, he may be imprisoned 
from one year to five years. It will cost him 
$500 and six months in the penitentiary to 
allow a game of chance to be played in his 
shop; and indictments against him cannot be 
thrown out for defect of form. ’

BY PROPERTY OWNERS IN THE CITY: 


This Isa Matter to Which Every Property 
Owner Should Give Attention—The 
Cost of the Board of Equalizers. 


Today is the last day for the return of 
state and county taxes. . : 

That is, for the city residents. 

Property owners hvying outside of the 
city limits will be given until July 1st.

‘The wet o: tue aegimature, approved A 
gust 14, 1891, provides for a board 


of equalizers, comp .sed of five upright and: 


intelligent citizens, tu examine into the tax 
returns of each county, and to see that the 


valuations of property are just and equita- 
ble. : 

Here is a part of the act: “It shall be the 
duty of the board of equalizers, in all cases 
in which they have good reason to believe 
that full and complete returns have not 
been made by any persun or persons, or that 
the retunrs are not of the full market value 
of the property, to notify such person oF 
persons to appear at tae tax receiver's office 
for the purpose of amending their returns, 
and upon their failure to appear and answer 
as required, said person o° persons shall be 
subject to the same pere':y as is prescribed 
by law for failure to make tax returns.” 

The board of equilizers for Fulton county 
is composed of Measrs. C A. Howell, chair- 
man, W. L. Howes, J._W. Johnson, W. J. 
Chapman and J. D. Gilbert. They will 
meet in the tax receiver’s office the first 
Monday in June. 

It is therefore necessary that the city re 
turns should be made before the board as- 
sembles, and no indulgence will be given 
after today. :

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Mrs. C. G. Wilson Talks About a ‘‘Peep- 
ing Tom,” 


BUT CHARLES POSS IS ACQUITTED. 


Mrs. Wilson’s Husband Gives a Five-Hun 
dred-Dollar-Bond to Appear at Trial 
for Bhooting at Another. 


“The next time he does it, I won’t get 
my husband into trouble. I'll shoot him 
myself.” 

The P , brown eyes of Mrs. C. G. 
Wilson” flashed as she said this, and she 
looked as if she meant it. 

“It’s a shame that he was acquitted,” 
she continued. “I didn’t swear positively 
that he was the man, but I am as sure of 
it as I am that I am alive.” 

She was speaking of Charles Poss, who 

was tried yesterday afternoon for disor- 
derly conduct. 
_ The specification was that he had gazed 
into Mrs. Wilson’s room, who yess nati 
door, while she was alone and preparing 
to retire. 

He was acquitted, but the case was in- 
teresting. ‘There’s another trial coming 
out of the matter, and this time it’s a state 
case against Wilson, who is charged with 
shooting at Poss. 

The evidence yesterday was decidedly 
conflicting. Witnesses for Poss, and they 
were good ones, swore that he couldn’t 
possibly be guilty of the charge against 
him, yet they say he was the man shot at 
by Wilson. 

The other side did not positively identify 
Poss, but swore that the man shot at was 
guilty of gazing into Mrs. Wilson’s room. 

In the absence of Judge Andy Calhoun, 
Councilman Billy Hill occupied the rec- 
order’s chair. Poss is a brother-in-law of 
Dr. Gus Biggers, and lives with him. Wil- 
son lives next door, boarding with Mrs. 
Holland. Dr. and Mrs. Biggers were 
among the witnesses for Poss. 

The city opened with the testimony of 
Mrs. Wilson. She is very pretty, vivacious 
and bright. She told how she was alone in 
her room, when she saw some one peering 
over the fence but two or three feet from 
her window. She could only see his face 
from his nose up. When she looked he 
dropped behind the fence, but soon raised 
himelf up again. 

She went out into the hall and called her 
husband, who was with some friends in 
another room. He did not come right 
away, and she saw the man at her window 
for over fifteen minutes. She. told others 
in the house, and they saw him. There 
was great excitement. 

Mr. Wilson got his revolver, and from an 
upstairs window saw the man. He walked 
sae by the window, and Wilson asked 

im: 

“What in the h—I!l are you looking in 
my wife’s window for?’ 

The man said nothing, and started to 
run. Then Wilson fired up into the air. 
Not long afterwards Poss came over and 
began investigating the shocting. Wilson 
stated that he did it, and Poss had Patro!- 
man Dukes to arrest him. Wilson was 
locked up and spent the night in a cell at 
the station house. 

Dr. and Mrs. Biggers swore positively 
that Poss. could not be guilty of such a 
charge. Mrs. Biggers wanted to kindle a 
little fire to cook some oysters for her hus- 
band and Poss, who came in late together. 
Poss stepped out into the yard to get some 
excelsior that was under the house. He 
made three trips and was gone but three 
or four minutes. During the third trip 
Mrs. Biggers was on the back porch. She 
saw Poss returning and saw a pistol flash 
very near him. 

Poss ~ came into the house, and soon 
afterwards he, with ‘Dr. Biggers and 
another gentleman in the house, went out 
and, on Wilson’s acknowledging that he did 
the shooting, had him arrested. 

On this evidence the case rested. Mr. 
John Clay Smith represented Poss. 

Nobody swore that Poss was the man 
that did the peeping. Mrs. Wilson was 
sure he was, she said, but she wouldn't 
swear it. 

Judge Pro Tem. Hill summed up the 
evidence, and stated that if Poss had been 
proven to be the man, he would fine him 
$100. As it was, he would release him. 

After the trial, Mrs. Wilson and others 
of the house in which she boarded were 
indignant, and expressed themselves very 
freely. 

Against Wilson there is a state case for 
shooting at another. Judge Landrum 
fixed his bond at $500. The bond was 
given, and the trial set for next Wednes- 


day. ee 
“We will prosecute him,” says Mr. 
Smith. “The idea of a man shooting at 
another who was attending to his business 
in his own yard. I don’t know anything 
about this peeping business. We proved 
conclusively that it couldn’t be_Poss? who 
is known to be a gentleman. Yet Wilson 
shot at him, and, of course, were going to 
prosecute him.”

May 19.—(Special.)— 
eg Hicks, the fifth ward councilman, 
is in jail. He is on another one of his dis- 
graceful drunks, and has been having a 
monkey and parrot time. Last night he 
was arrested for cursing and abusing his 
wife. One witness said during the disturb- 
ance he saw Mrs. Hicks fall on her knees 
in front of her dissipated husband and im- 
plore him, in the name of God, not to kill 
her. Hicks appeared before the recorder 
this morning too drunk to answer the 
charges preferred against him last night, 
and Judge Pierce would not allow the case 
to be heard, and ordered Hicks sent to 
jail. While Sergeant Damish was carry- 
ing Hicks to jail he escaped, but was after- 
wards caught and safely landed in prison. 
He said he would die before he would go 
to jail, but his threats didn’t scare worth 


a cent.
